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The United Presbyterians Take Definite Action 

During the last few months we have tried to impress our 
readers with the importance of making the most of the expand- 
ing opportunities before the Evangelical Churches for giving 
and sending the light of the Gospel to the Roman and Greek 
Catholics of this and other lands.

Vatican Aid to Germany in Spain 


As far back as July 24 this paragraph occurred in an article 
by the Madrid correspondent of “the Only Daily of its Kind”: 


“Just lately, as a curious specimen of the ramifications of 
the German espionage system, it has been established that a 
priest of Corunna is operating in the interests of the Germans, 
and it is to be feared than many of the clergy, especially in these 
northwestern parts of Spain, where the enterprises of the U-boats 
are most extensive and effective, have little cause to be re- 
garded with confidence by real patriots. The priest in question 
combines his clerical office with that of the managership of a 
newspaper of some local consequence, the Jdeal Gallego. At 
his house a private wireless station has been discovered, this 
being against the law. Another priest is implicated in the 
affair, and the first suspicions were created by the circumstance 
that the Jdeal Gallego published some war news which no other 
paper in Spain has been able to procure. It was supplied by the 
German authorities.” 


The Papal Treachery in Italy 

In the Christian Science Monitor, Oct. 25, 1918, the Mil- 
waukee correspondent quotes Mr. A. M. Simons, chairman of 
the American Socialist and Labor Commission who had re- 
turned from Italy, as saying: 


A Roman Catholic priest whom I found in the army told me 
that as many priests as Socialists had been punished for the 
disaster at Caporetto. He narrated how many priests, before 
that battle, had told the women of their congregations that if 
they wanted their husbands and brothers at home to write them 
to lay down their arms and come home. When the battle began 
these soldiers tried to do that very thing. 

Many of the letters written by the women at the suggestion 
of the priests were found on the men after the battle, my in- 
formant told me. The letters, I understand, were used as evi- 
dence at the investigation into the causes of the disaster. They 
were recognized as important evidence of a Clerical conspiracy 
to break the morale of the Italians. 

Asked why the Clericals had taken the stand they did, \!r. 
Simons said that it was fairly well understood in Italy that the 
Vatican was pro-Austrian before the United States entered the

war. At that time there seemingly was a change. But many of 
the priests remained openly pro-Austrian and continued their 
work in breaking down the Italian morale. 


Reform Features of the Polish National Catholic Church 
Friends of Christ’s Mission will be interested to learn that 
among the reforms instituted by Bishop Hodur in his Church 
ire the following: The abolition of the Latin Mass, substitut- 
ing for it Polish prayers; the change of private confession into 
public declaration of repentance and faith—the prayer of 
.bsolution being almost identical with that in the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer in the Protestant Episcopal Church; the abolition 
of “the idea of expiatory Purgatory,” the worship of saints, 
Mariolatry, rosaries, scapulars and indulgences. The Rev. T. V. 
jakimowiez also says that the celibacy of the clergy has been 
modified that now there are some married priests, and that 
iishop Hodur has commissioned him to prepare the arguments 
for the total abolition of the celibacy of the clergy in his Church. 
“The rest we are doing gradually. The only authority we retain 
| that the Bishop recommends is that of the Holy Bible, the 
reading of which we urge upon our people—especially the New 
Testament. Our Head and Chief Pastor is Jesus Christ. We 
rely alone on His mediation and crown Him Lord of all.” 


No Place for the Pope at the Peace Council 


\t a meeting in New York of churchmen, under the auspices 
of the New York Federation of Churches, the Rev. Dr. Arthur 


Guttery, President-elect of the Council of Free Churches of 
ngland and Wales, said: 


“May I make a suggestion (and I do it even in America) 
in the peace negotiations and at the peace conference no 
esiastical hierarchy that has kept dumb on moral questions 
uld be allowed to sit? I want that to go through America 
my last word, if possible, the word of an Englishman, that 
feel that the Papacy (and I distinguish between the Papacy 
Catholicism) the Papacy has been unfriendly to freedom 
1 beginning to end in this conflict, and we will not, if Eng- 
l's voice determines it, allow the issue of this war to mean 
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the re-establishment of political power and authority by the 
Papacy of Rome.” 

The purchase of a copy of a later issue of the paper showed 
that the whole article, of which this paragraph was the last, 
had been taken out and another put in its place. A practical 
example of the sharp watch kept on the daily papers by the 
agents of the Vatican. 

Australians Waking Up 

A deputation from the Protestant Federation, which repre- 
sents several States and a membership of 150,000, has presented 
to Mr. H. S. W. Lawson, the Premier of Victoria, resolutions 
adopted at the annual conference of that body. 

These protested against the closing of State schools on St. 
Patrick’s Day, observing that the Roman Catholic Church would 
not recognize those schools. They also asked “that no govern- 
ment or municipal grants should be made directly or indirectly 
to denominational schools or institutions for either secular or 
religious teaching.” Other matters placed before the Premier 
were requests as follows: 

That all civil servants should be compelled to take the oath 
of allegiance to the King; 

That various reforms should be made in the system of ex- 
amining candidates for civil service examinations; 

That all appointments to, or promotions in, the public serv- 
ice of the State and Commonwealth and civic institutions should 
be free from sectarian or political influence, with a view to main- 
taining a loyal and efficient public service; 

That all religious and charitable institutions should be open 
to Government inspection, and industrial activities in connec- 
tion therewith be brought under the Factories Act.—Christian 
Science Monitor, Nov. 8, 1918. 


The Mission of Monsignor Cerretti 

On October 31, 1911, Archbishop Falconio, Apostolic Dele- 
gate at Washington, addressed a circular letter to the Papal 
Archbishops and Bishops of the United States in which he 
addressed each one as “Your Lordship”—notifying them of his 
approaching return to Rome, where he was to be made a Car- 
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dinal. In a paragraph near the end he said: “Until a new dele- 
gate has been appointed, Very Rev. Monsignor Bonaventure 
Cerretti, at present Auditor of this Apostolic Delegation, will, 
by appointment of the Holy See, act as Chargé d’ Affaires.” This 
last term is a purely diplomatic one, and has no place at all in 
ecclesiastical terminology. Mgr. Cerretti is now on his way to 
this country from Rome, where he occupies the next position 
in importance to that of Cardinal Gasparri, the Secretary of 
State. The nominal purpose of his visit is to bring a greeting 
from the Pope to Cardinal Gibbons on the occasion of his jubi- 
lee. Without claiming any inside information his visit suggests 
a few reflections. The first is that there is at least the possi- 
bility of a Cardinal’s Hat for some “American” ecclesiastic ; 
also that the Archdiocese of New York, and the bishoprics of 
St. Paul and Albany, N. Y., are vacant. Father O’Connor used 
to say that in Rome anything (in the ecclesiastical line, of course, 
he meant) could be bought for money—“that is, enough money,” 
he was careful to add. Then again, seeing that the British Gov- 
ernment has been so foolish as to send a diplomatic represen- 
tative to the Vatican (although it was carefully explained that 
the appointment was only “temporary”), perhaps the United 
States could be inveigled into a similar action. Thirdly, as Ger- 
many, Austria and Bavaria cannot demand for the Pope a seat 
at the Peace Council—and still less the Restoration of the Tem 
poral Power, as per original intention, the former “charge 
d’ affaires” may hope to use American politicians as catspaws for 
the most dangerous Enemy Alien who has aided the foes of the 
\llies and the United States during the War. 
One of President Wilson’s “War Aims” 

On the Fourth of July the President, in an address at Mt. 
Vernon, stated four war aims, of which the first was worded thus: 

“1. The destruction of every arbitrary power any- 

where that can separately, secretly and of its single 

choice disturb the peace of the world; or, if it cannot 

be presently destroyed, at the least its reduction to 

virtual impotence.” 

No better description of the Papacy (and its activities) could 
be put into the same number of words, whether the President 
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had the Holy See in mind or not. In any case to establish a 
family of democracies in Europe and leave the most tyrannical 
and mischief-making Autocracy there to continue its past his- 
tory of setting nation against nation and people against people, 
would be the height of folly. One plan that seems at least 
possible of accomplishment might be to send to the Peace Con 
gress for adoption a resolution to this effect: That the human 
motive of efforts made on behalf of peace as well as for pris 
oners of many nations during the war was recognized by all, 
and thanks were due. In recognition of the good will shown to 
the warring nations it was the feeling of the Congress that som: 
return should be made, and this suggestion was therefore put 
forward. 

In many countries the Pope was accused, rightly or wrongly, 
with interfering in the domestic legislative and other affairs of 
different countries, and these accusations militated against the 
spiritual mission of the Church. Therefore it was suggested 
that the Pope withdraw all his nuncios and other functionaries 
who had official relations with any national Government, and 
that such Governments as maintained representatives to the 
Vatican in Rome should recall them. If this were done these 


Vatican representatives could be assigned to purely spiritual 
duties, doubtless to the great advantage of the Church, which 
will, of course, need all the assistance it can receive from the 


Vatican, especially in the lands devastated by war. 


As to the “independence of the Holy See” it may be remarked 
that while the Papal organs here have been writing columns 
about the need of “freedom” for the Holy Father to carry on 
the affairs of the Church, the Italian Government has tolerated 
during all these years what no other of the Governments with 
whom it is allied would have endured. For it is unthinkable 
that the Italian secret service could have been ignorant of the 
machinations so assiduously carried on almost under the shadow 
of the Quirinal. Of course, as a complement of the foregoing 
suggestion, the clauses of the Law of Guarantees of 1871 would 
be so modified as to abrogate the extraterritoriality of the Vati 
can and the recognition of the Pope’s power to act as in any 
sense a sovereign, or to pose as one. 
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PAPAL SUCCESS AND DEFEAT IN DETROIT 


Last month we referred to the railroading through the Com- 
mon Council of Detroit, on June 18, of an ordinance designed 
to prevent the circulation or sale of “any book, magazine, news- 
paper or pamphlet containing libelous or defamatory articles or 
statements concerning any religion, cult or creed.” 

In October this ordinance was upheld in the city courts. 
Charles T. Wilkins, recorder, rendered a decision denying a 
motion for a new trial made by Walter M. Nelson, attorney for 
the defense. Fred M. Bannon, the defendant, is the agent who 
sold copies of The Menace on the street. He stands convicted 
of a misdemeanor under the ordinance, but sentence has been 
suspended pending the appeal. 

James H. Lee, assistant corporation counsel, refused to meet 
the constitutional questions, claiming that the issue was merely 
one of the right of the council to control the use of the city 
streets. No brief was filed for the prosecution, and the court 
ignored the request of the defense for a written opinion. 

Mr. Nelson claims that the decision, in effect, sets aside the 
provision of the United States Constitution as far as the streets 
of Detroit are concerned. Freedom of opinion and press are 
guaranteed, but the Detroit ordinance attempts to prohibit cir- 
culation by street sales of papers containing attacks on a religion. 


This occurrence seems to have aroused the citizens of Detroit, 
and a despatch to the Christian Science Monitor, Nov. 7, said:

AMERICAN CATHOLICS AND SINN FEIN 


{From an article, “Inside the Bar,” by Gregory Mason,, in “The Outlook,” Nov. 
6, 1918.] 


It is all the easier for Jack to remember home for the fact 
that he is disappointed in some things about Ireland. This 
disappointment is partly due to the Irish climate, which is con- 
tinually wet; but the disappointment is mostly caused by the 
wide extent of Sinn Feinism and disloyalty to the Allies which 
Jack has found. 

On their part the supporters of Sinn Feinism are frankly 
disappointed in the men of the American Navy. They expected 
to find ready sympathizers when they aired their grievances 
against England. Instead they find that America is interested 
now in just one thing—beating Germany—that England is 
regarded as America’s warm ally in that task, and that Ameri- 
cans can see no distinction now between sentiments and acts 
that are anti-E-nglish and sentiments and acts that are pro- 
German. 

The Sinn Fein movement is hindering the war, hence the 
American emphatically disapproves of it. He is ready enough 
to admit that England has not always been just to Ireland, but 
he is inclined to think that Ireland would have had her dues 
long ago if she had taken an intelligent and united stand for 


them. The average American bluejacket dismisses the Irish 
question this way: 


“The Irish don’t know what they want, and wouldn’t pull 
together for it if they did.” 

This contact between the two nationalities has been the more 
interesting because among our bluejackets billeted in Irish har 
bors are many boys of Irish birth who were reared in the Roman 
Catholic faith and who have relatives living not far from where 
our ships are moored. But there is no hyphen in these Irish 
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American jackies. A good many of them have practically cut 
off relations with: their relatives (when these relatives are Sinn 
Feiners), and many of the Catholic tars have declined to go to 
church because the younger priests are the indubitable leaders 
of Sinn Feinism. 

From hill to hill across the bay it is not unusual to see Sinn 
Fein signal-lights wink back and forth at night. And if a sailor 
strays far inland on a ramble after the luscious Irish black- 
berries he is likely to find Sinn Fein infantry drilling silently in 
some secluded glen. 

There is a certain Yank on one of the submarines who has 
had these experiences and who has three brothers living at the 
Little Town, lads who have never been out of Ireland and who 
are members of the Sinn Fein army. 

“I’m fed up,” said this sailor to some of his shipmates, “fed 
up with the whole pack of ’em, me brothers included. I say 
before we lick Germany, we ought to go ashore and lick Sinn 
Fein. I said that to me brothers, an’ I wish th’ Government ’d 
let us begin right now.” 

It is due to this political difference that there have not been 
nore international marriages. In the smaller Irish ports where 
our ships put in some of the priests have forbidden the girls to 
have anything to do with the Americans—“Because the priests 
are jealous of us,” says Jack. 

“Because you won’t come to Mass,” say the girls. 

At any rate, there is an unfortunate coolness between the 
men of the American Navy and some of the Irish among whom 
they are thrown. Of course, among the more intelligent Irish, 
those who have traveled or those naturally broad enough to 
see two sides of a question, there are many-loyal friends. And 
even the Sinn Feiners admire the Yanks—their smart bearing 
and the marvelously swift boats which bring their officers ashore.

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A CATHOLIC DESCRIPTION OF PURGATORY 


It has often been said that Purgatory is better than any gold 

mine as a source of revenue for the Church. This will be the 
more easily believed by anyone who reads the following passages 
from an article on the subject in The Messenger of the Sacred 
Heart for November, 1913, from the pen of J. Harding Fisher, 
S.J. The picture opposite accompanied it: 
‘Beautiful paintings they were, but one was truly remarkable 
At a glance it filled me with repugnance, but after a second look 
pity overcame all else! Pity for the suffering souls burning in 
that seething furnace of Purgatory; pity and love for the Blessed 
Saviour who in His justice is powerless to help them. 

“It was repulsive, yet fascinating. One could almost hear 
the crackle and hiss of the flames as they leaped higher and 
higher about the meekly bowed heads of the sufferers, and even 


the growls of the defeated Satan seemed to pollute the air of the 
little shop. 


“Souls, purged and glorified, were rising to their Eternal 
Home; arms extended heavenward; their faces lovely and 


ecstatic beyond description, but none can conceive the pictured 
anguish of those poor unfortunates who, forgotten by relative 
and friend, remained to be cleansed of their sins.

“It’s gone, boys, it’s not there. O poor mother, if you are 
suffering—if you are suffering that way, it’s not for your sins 
but for those of your son; boys, she was an angel.’ 

““My God,’ he exclaimed, throwing himself in a chair and 
sobbing convulsively, ‘it was awful! If you could have seen 
those dear eyes gazing so reproachfully into mine! They asked 
questions, boys, and I couldn’t answer them. I couldn’t answer 
them. “Have you been faithful to your promises?” they seemed 
to say. “Do you attend Mass with as much devotion as in the 
days when I knelt at your side? My son, do you remember thie 
first time you received your Saviour? Are your Communions 
as fervent as that first blessed one?’”’ 

“This is the reason why the Church has devoted the month 
of November in a special way to the souls in Purgatory. She 
would remind us forcibly of Christ’s suffering friends and our 
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own, of those who are detained in the crucible of pain; she 
would touch our ears and-open them and enable them to hear 
the tortured cry for help that is rising from the fiery pool. She 
‘would have us remember that our part was not complete with 
the shedding of our tears; this much a pagan would do, in 
answer to the promptings of mere untutored nature. The shed- 
ding of tears was no lesson of hers. Man weeps for his dead 
because he cannot but weep. But the Church teaches a sublimer 
lesson. She follows the dead beyond the grave. She permits 
and understands our grief, but she will not let us rest content 
with empty expressions of respect and regret; what she insists 
on is substantial assistance. She bids us to pray for the dead. 

“What God would not allow Lazarus to do for Dives in hell, 
out of His great mercy He has permitted the Church to do for 
the suffering souls in Purgatory, Not even a drop of cold water 
might be placed on the parched tongue of God’s enemy, but no 
limit is placed on the number of alleviations that may be given 
to God’s dear saints. They are, it is true, the prisoners of the 
King, but their ransom may be paid by their friends. They are 
helpless to atone for their misdeeds except by suffering, their 
own bitter suffering; and yet God is not only willing but anx 
ious to accept in its stead the satisfaction of others, the satis 
faction of Christ and the faithful on earth. 

“The Church has a mother’s heart. Her children are sob 
bing and sighing for pain, deserved but for that none the less 
bitter. Brothers and sisters perhaps may forget, but it is not 
so with the mother. Her sons and daughters are her very life, 
every quiver of anguish of theirs sends an answering thrill 
through her. Thousands of souls to whom the Church has given 
supernatural being are writhing in the depths of Purgatory, 
souls that might go free and see God face to face if their breth- 
ren on earth would show them only a little charity. What of the 
soul that is nearest to Heaven and needs but one little deed of 
goodness to be off to the glorious home of God? Surely you 
will not be hard of heart, and deaf to that piteous cry that makes 
its sorrowful way up from the depths, begging some little mercy 
from you, their friends, imploring some little assistance for 
them who are bound in the throes of an utterly helpless woe.” 
(Italics ours.) 
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THE ELEMENT OF FEAR IN THE PAPAL CULT 
Some little time ago a clergyman who had been in the 
Roman priesthood for 25 years, and who had never re- 
ceived even a censure from any of his superiors for all of 
that period of time, delivered an interesting address, in which 
he dealt with the element of fear in the teaching of that Church. 
The most striking instance he gave—and one which also 
showed the importance in the Roman system conferred on mat- 
ters of detail of little real actual value (except as helping to 
rivet the chains of priestly bondage on the people) was that of 
« young man who was dying of pneumonia. The story ran thus: 
“He was very sick, and death was not likely to be long 
delayed. He sent for me, and I heard his confession, gave him 
absolution and proceeded to perform all the last rites of the 
Church. Altogether, about three-quarters of an hour was taken 
up in this way, and I may say, in passing, the name of Christ 
does not occur once in all the ritual involved. 

“Having performed this duty, I left. An hour or two later, 
there was a ring at the telephone and the young man’s mother, 
evidently in a state of great agitation, implored me to come to 
the house with the utmost possible speed, because her son was 
in a dreadful condition. Of course, I rushed to the house im- 
mediately, and up the stairs into the sickroom. I shall never 
forget the sick man’s face. It was blanched with terror, and 
the whole expression was that of a man who was looking directly 
into the flames of Hell. 

“T cried: ‘What is the matter, John?’ 

“He replied, in a voice of terror, tinged, however, by relief 
at my arrival: ‘Why, father, after you were gone, ] remembered 
one sin that I had forgotten to tell you when I made my con- 
fession |’ 

“Remember this, it was not the thought of his sins against 
God that had created this terror, because, of course, I had given 
him absolution so far as they were concerned, but the breach of 
the man-made law of the Church that not one single sin must 
be held back that had caused all this agony of soul. And if 
he had died before I got there he would have passed away in 
despair, and what a terrible recollection of his end would his 
poor mother have carried with her to the end of her days!”

And if I shall go, 
and prepare a place for you, I will come again, and will 
take you to myself —John xiv, 2, 3. 

I am even now ready to be offered: and the time 
of my dissolution is at hand. I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the faith 
As for the rest, there is laid up for me a crown of 
justice, which the Lord the just judge will render to 
me in that day.-2 Timothy iv, 6, 7. 8. 
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Being assured that the laying away of this my taber- 
nacle is at hand, according as our Lord Jesus Christ 
also hath signified to me, I will endeavor that you fre- 
quently have, after my decease, whereby you may keep 
a memory of these things.—2 Peter i, 14, 15. 


As the Apostle Peter is declared by the Roman Church to 
have been the first Pope, any utterance of his bearing on such 
an important subject as Purgatory must necessarily command 
attention from any “good” Catholic. It must be remarked, 
however, that for a Pope—and especially a Pope who felt that 
his life was near its close—his epistles display an extraordinary 
ignorance of the most prominent features of the Papal Church 
to-day, which professes to be in all essentials the same now as 
it was then. The celebration of the Mass, Transubstantiation, 
Penance, Confession, Absolution and Indulgences, the venera- 
ion of “saints” and relics, to mention just a few items at ran- 
dom, were evidently not known to him at all. Indeed, if a man 

ho wished to be a priest of Rome had nothing but what the 
ite Dr. Phelan once called “the two Bulls of the first Pope” 
ior a text-book, he could not find enough instruction even to say 
is first Mass. 

Sut letting that pass, the fact remains that the Great Apos- 
tle, feeling his earthly career near its close, addresses this letter 
to them that have obtained equal faith with us,” that they may 
help them to ‘be neither empty nor unfruitful in the knowledge 

f our Lord Jesus Christ” (v. 8). And in verses 10 and 11 
e directs them “by good works” “to make sure their calling 
nd election,” for so an entrance shall be ministered to you 
bundantly into the everlasting Kingdom of our Lord and 
saviour Jesus Christ.” 

Now, if the doctrine of Purgatory had been received from 
ur Lord by the Apostle, it would surely have been mentioned 
n connection with those to whom the letter was written as also 
vith himself. There would surely have been some suggestion 
at the “good works” referred to would have tended to shorten 
i¢ time in Purgatory, or have rendered going there unneces- 
iry. And in his own case he would certainly have asked for 
\eir intercession for himself. 
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No, the Apostle Peter knew nothing about Purgatory. 

The Apostle Paul, in the prospect of death, showed equal 
ignorance of Purgatory, while manifesting the greatest confi- 
dence that when he saw his Saviour face to face he would 
receive “a crown of justice.” Like St. Peter, he certainly had 
no idea that he was likely to find himself in any such surround- 
ings as those described elsewhere by a Jesuit writer and de- 
picted by a Catholic artist. There is not a line in the text of 
my copy of the Douay New Testament to support either the 
article or the picture. 

If some Roman Catholic reader asks, “If the Roman Church 
did not get this doctrine from the apostles, from whence did 
they obtain it?” a good clue to its origin is to be found in Dry- 
den’s translation of Virgil’s Afneid, VI, 340-360. Dryden was 
himself a Catholic, and he thus describes one of the ancient 
Roman pagan ideas: 

For this are various penances enjoined ; 

And some are hung to bleach upon the wind, 

Some plunged in waters, others purged in fires, 
Till all the dregs are drained, and all the rust expires. 
All have Manes, and those Manes bear; 

The few, so cleansed, to those abodes repair, 

And breathe, in ample fields, the soft Elysian air; 
Then are they happy, when, by length of time, 

The scurf is worn away of each committed crime: 
No speck is-left of their habitual stains, 

But the pure ether of the soul remains. 

The best conclusion to these observations seems to lie in 
these words of the Apostle John: 

The blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin 
If we confess our sins, He is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all iniquity.—1 John i, 7, 9.

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THE LAST CATHOLIC EMPIRE GONE

On Tuesday, August 13, the British Government issued the 
following death warrant against the Austro-Hungarian Empire: 


Since the beginning of the war the Czecho-Slovak nation has resisted the 
common enemy by every means in its power. 

The Czecho-Slovaks have constituted a considerable army, fighting on three 
different battle-fields, and attempting in Russia and Siberia to arrest the Ger- 
manic invasion. In consideration of its efforts to achieve independence, Great 
Britain regards the Czecho-Slovaks as an allied nation and recognizes the unity 
of the three Czecho-Slovak armies as an allied and belligerent army waging 
regular warfare against Austria-Hungary and Germany. 

Great Britain also recognizes the right of the Czecho-Slovak National Coun- 
cil as the supreme organ of Czecho-Slovak national interests and as the present 
trustee of the future Czecho-Slovak Government to exercise supreme authority 
over this allied and belligerent army. 


And it is eminently fitting that Protestant England should 
give the coup de grace to that only Empire that had so far sur- 
vived the destructive power of the principles of the Vatican. 
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The last Catholic Empire has passed away—destroyed by 
Papalism and its methods of government. 

The German Empire has also disappeared—and if the theory 
held by not a few careful students of history should prove to 
be correct, namely, that the Great War itself was the result of 
the machinations of the agents of the Vatican, and brought 
about in order to bring about the Restoration of the Temporal 
Power of the Pope, that Empire also can be classed among the 
august victims of the Vatican. 


Four hundred years ago Portugal was a great nation, with 
wealth, power and learning, and with ships on every known sea. 
It was Portugal who introduced Europe to both coasts of Africa, 
India, Ceylon, China, Japan and the Philippines. 

The Spain of Ferdinand and Isabella was greater on land 
than Portugal as to wealth, industries, learning and military 
power, and had ships that held their own with those of Italy, 
then not far behind Portugal. 


A little later we see the magnificent Empire of Charles V, 


comprising virtually all Europe, to the Russian frontier, except 
France, parts of Italy, Greece and Turkey, Holland and Scandi 
navia; in the Western world the Spanish rule extended from 


California to Chile and from the West Indies to the Rio de la 
Plata. 


Again a little later we see the France of Louis XIV and 
Louis XV. 

And all these passed away—the last mentioned in such a 
Terror of bloodshed and destruction that for all time it will 
stand out as the retribution in kind at the hands of the French of 
the lower classes, who knew nothing of any religion but that of 
Rome, for the Massacre of St. Bartholomew and the Dragon 
nades of Louis XIV, carried out by Catholics in power to fulfil 
the purposes of the Vatican. To the Revocation of the Edict 
of Nantes, resulting in the expulsion or destruction of the great 
“middle class” that carried on practically all the commercial 


and industrial life of the country, was doubtless due much of 
the horror of ’89. 
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And in 1870 the Empire of Napoleon III fell, in the vain 
attempt on the part of the Empress Eugenie, who is reported to 
have said, “This is my war,” to arrest the growing power of 
the rising Kingdom of Protestant Prussia, which had defeated 
Catholic Austria. 

And now to this list will be added the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, the aged Emperor, Franz Josef, being a typical Haps 
burg, and as far as he could be so in the twentieth century, as 
bigoted and reactionary as any of his predecessors. 

An editorial in the New York Times writes thus of the dis- 
solution of this typically Catholic Empire, ruled for so many 
vears by the typically Catholic Emperor Franz Josef: 

“Since 1867 the artificial Dual Monarchy has staggered along, 
a curse and an oppression to all the Austro-Hungarian nationalt- 
ties except the Magyars and the Germans. A procession of in 
equalities and injustices and crimes, broken faith, the official 
ise, the official manufacture, of false testimony, a foul and 
vholly evil thing, was the Hapsburg absolutism. It is over. 
Hungary and Austria are parted. Hungary will itself be divided. 
Che Austrian Germans, even yet not awake to the principle of 
iationality, are vainly hoping to retain Moravia and Silesia. 
lor Czechoslovaks, Poles, Italians, 







Rumanians, Ruthenians, 
South Slavs, the hour of long-delayed justice has struck at last.

Republics are proclaimed. The old Hapsburg world of false 
iretense and sham, of broken promise, veneered constitutional-

“As the Hapsburg vanishes, what regret, what good word, can 
ie call forth from anybody? Of the Hapsburg, as of the Hohen- 
ollern, his accomplice and master, master no longer, Shake- 
peare’s Richard III is the best interpreter: 


My conscience hath a thousand several tongues,

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PAPAL AND PROTESTANT “IMPERIALISM” 

The dissolution of the Austrian Empire suggests reflection 
upon the contrast presented by the British Empire. 

There can be no question that from the practical, up-to-date 
viewpoint of “efficiency” democracy of the President Wilson 
brand is the most effective form of Imperialism—using the word 
to imply strength and stability of the Empire concerned, and 
Great Britain affords the great proof. 


Apart from the great extent, the peoples that acknowledge 
in one form or another allegiance to the British Crown belong 
to almost every conceivable form of religion, almost every 
ethnic division of race, and are of every possible degree of 
education and even illiteracy. ; 

When the shock of war came Berlin expected that the great 
fabric would fall to pieces; on the other hand, all the “pieces” 
may be said to have rushed to the centre of the structure to sus- 
tain it and repair its initial losses. Apart from certain German- 
inspired disturbances in India and on its frontiers, the only places 
where disloyalty was manifest in any practical form were wher« 


the “spiritual” allegiance of the Pope’s subjects was counted 


higher than that to the sovereign—a fact which will, it is to b 
hoped, be taken note of by the American people. 

Of course, it is true that the outbreak of war found the 
colonies and overseas British possessions somewhat in the posi 
tion of the signers of the Declaration of Independence, who were 
confronted with the alternative of “hanging together” or “hang- 
ing separately.” As a matter of fact, the menace to the United 
States was identical with that confronted by Australia, but the 
number of those in this country who saw it, or even believed it 
when told, was practically nil. ALout a week after the invasion 
of Belgium the writer, in conversation with a group of well 
educated university men, said that whatever their opinions about 
England might be, or their views on the war itself or its issues 
were, one cold, solid fact remained—that if the British Empire 
should go down this week this Republic would certainly go down 
next week. Not one of them believed it, or even thought that it 
even approximated an accurate statement of the case. For- 
tunately for Great Britain—dnd also for the United States 
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Canada, Australia, New Zealand and South Africa, all demo- 
cratic commonwealths of a democratic Empire, saw their peril 
and took prompt action. 


And the British Empire was never more solid and stable 
than it is to-day. 


PAPAL AND PROTESTANT EMPIRE BUILDERS. 


In this connection it is worth while to look at two types of 
sroconsuls that represented respectively the Papal and Protestant 
‘imperialism” in the distant lands to which they were sent. 

When Cortez and Pizarro went to Mexico and to Peru their 
methods of “converting” the natives were those of the Vatican 
and the treatment of the Moriscos of Spain at the hands of 
priest-ridden monarchs—and their results—are matters of his- 
tory. 

To Columbus belongs the odious distinction of having in- 
troduced human slavery into the Western hemisphere, while the 
nfamous atrocities connected with his administration in Hispa- 
niola were so abominable that they aroused the indignant pro- 
tests of the Dominican friars. 

It is true that Hastings and Clive, in dealing with various 
peoples in India, went far in imitating the methods of the 
native rulers in that country upon occasion, and that in dealing 

ith those who shed innocent blood during the Mutiny Britain 
idapted some of the penalties to the religious beliefs of the 
rebels, but she has never dealt harshly with any people on 
iccount of their religion as did the Vatican tools named above. 
On the contrary, she has dealt with all her varied religionists in 
the truly Protestant way as distinguished from the Papal way. 
King George V rules over more Mohammedans than the Sultan 
of Turkey, yet when the Banner of the Prophet was unfurled at 
Constantinople by the Sheik-ul-Islam and a Jehad, or holy war, 
vas declared, at the instigation of the German Emperor, in the 
hope that there would ensue a wholesale massacre of “Chris- 
tians” from Fez to Manila, the followers of Mohammed in India 
prayed in their mosques for the success of the Allied arms— 
in Mesopotamia as well as elsewhere, and, excepting in a few 
solated places under German influence, the call to arms of 
the Sheik-ul-Islam fell upon deaf ears. This phase of the mat- 
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ter may be attributed largely, in our opinion, to the personal 
influence and work of two of LEngland’s great sons, both of 
whom, in the popular mind, won distinction on entirely different 
fields. One was General “Chinese” Gordon, and the other Lord 
Kitchener, of Khartoum, who took up Gordon’s work from 
which he was taken by his assassination. Two men more unlike 
in physical appearance—and also, so far as general reputation 
went, in personal religious views—would be hard to find. When 
in the Soudan Gordon was classed by the Mohammedans as a 
‘“marabout”—a holy man—because of his religious mysticism 
and his well-known practice of prayer and Bible-reading; Lord 
Kitchener, a member of the Established Church of England, wa: 
not known to have ever expressed any religious “views;” and 
his “desecration” of the tomb of the Mahdi, after the battle of 
Omdurman, was severely criticized by people who did not know 
the Mussulman world as well as he did. But he knew Arabia, 
Egypt, the Soudan and the whole Mohammedan world as few 
men did except Gordon, and—at the proper time—their work 
brought to naught all the machinations of the pseudo-champion 
of the Prophet in Berlin. 
So far as overseas dependencies go, Gordon and Kitchen 

stand out as distinctive types of Protestantism, just as Corte 


and Pizarro were true types of Vaticanism in all they were an 
all they did.

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ROME THREATENS GREAT BRITAIN 
(Concluded from October issue, p. 311.) 

Last month we gave excerpts from three articles published in 
the London Daily Telegraph of August 19, 20 and 21, written 
from Rome in such form and manner as give them in the eyes 
of those accustomed to Papal literature a character which could 
almost be described as semi-official. The substance of whole 
paragraphs was almost identical with. utterances in the Papal 
organs here, but they contained two paragraphs which con- 
veyed distinct threats: One said that surely the British Gov- 
ernment did not “want to see perpetual difficulties cropping up 
between them and the activity of that huge directorate [the 
Vatican machine] and the sentiment of its 300,000,000 people” ; 
and the other put these words into the mouth of a British official: 

German intrigue will be waiting on the doorstep of the 
Vatican, German missionaries will be crowding up the gang- 
ways of their ships to spread their Germanism the world over, 
there will be German-priests for Poland, the Slav States every- 
where where we want liberty. We have only to antagonize the 
Vatican and they will have full play to do their part towards 
the Germanization of the world, in preparation, it may be, for 
the next “Day.” (Italics ours.) 

In these three articles these points stand out: 

1. The Pope evidently then believed that the Allies were going 
to win the war, and we may assume that this “offensive” has 
for its chief object the preparation of the way for the restora- 
tion of the Temporal Power. There is abundance of reason to 
believe that the Central Powers would have done this for him 
had they won the war. The Pope had evidently lost hope that 
the Kaiser would ever become a Twentieth Century Charlemagne. 

2. The assertion that the writer virtually makes his own 
that with the British Empire are bound up the interests of the 
Catholic Church is tantamount to a confession that the so-called 
“Catholic” countries are lost to the Papacy. This is a point on 
which the Vatican should be well informed; and if the “Catho- 
lic” countries of Europe and Central and South America are 
lost to the Papacy, what becomes of the homogeneous public 
opinion of the 300,000,000 Catholics, of whom certainly not 
more than 50,000,000 at the very outside are to be found in the 
British Empire and the United States, all put together? 
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And if the “Catholic” countries are lost to the Papacy there 
must be good reasons, for, speaking broadly, in not one of them 
has evangelical propaganda been sufficiently strong to produce 
any real impact upon the religious life of the whole State. 

The cause must be the spiritual bankruptcy of the Church 
itself—after being left in practically undisturbed possession for 
at least 400 years—and much longer than that in France, Italy, 
Spain, Portugal and Austria. 

3. Just how far the British public or the British Government 
—or both—will be impressed by the threat to co-operate with 
Germany after the war to prepare for another “Day” remains 
to be seen, but there can be no question that this threat is 
directed with equal force and equally evil intent against the 
United States. 

And this nation should take due note of that threat, and see 
to it that the first object of the war, as stated by the President 
on the Fourth of July and quoted elsewhere, is thoroughly accom 
plished. 

For many years the Papal agents in this country have been 
violating both the spirit and the letter of the State Constitu- 
tions and the laws, especially those that forbid the use of public 
money for sectarian institutions. The Knights of Columbus 
have quite a record of interference with the rights of free 
speech by violence and intimidation, as well as of efforts to 
promote legislation to abridge the freedom of the press. While 
the priests of Rome have at times professed loudly that they 
were making Catholic immigrants into good American citizens 
it is safe to say that the ignorance of the English language and 
of American institutions and life among alien Catholics here 
are due to the use of the priestly power to debar these unfortu- 
nate people from enjoying the privileges placed within their 
reach by their entry into the country. In a letter from the Rev. 
T. V. Jakimowicz, in our last issue, he said that of the 
four millions of Poles in this country the great majority can 
neither read nor write English. And the reason for this action 
on the part of the priests is as obvious here as it is in Canada 
Knowledge of the English language tends to break down the 
segregation which is one of the most effective methods of 
retaining their hold on the consciences—and the pocket-books— 
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of their victims. Speaking of segregation reminds us that there 
are certain Catholic colonies in some of the Western States that 
should receive attention from the authorities, because according 
to some of the Papal organs they may be regarded as deliberate 
efforts to set up a real Papal “State” within the State, in which 
the laws are used for the purpose of depriving the people of 
their privileges as American citizens instead of making them 
into valuable elements of the population according to American 
ideas. 

So far as England is concerned the Papal Peril would seem 
to have reached a more advanced stage than here, the most omin- 
ous symptoms being the recent sending of a diplomatic mission 
to the Holy See, and, still worse, the visit of the Prince of Wales 
to the Pope. This last was the first official action of the kind 
since the Reformation. There can be no question that the work 
of the agents of the Jesuits—both conscious and unconscious— 
within the Established Church has been of great value to those 
who wish to again place what the late Marquise des Monstiers- 
Merinville called “the yoke of Rome” on the necks of “the im- 
perial race” of Cardinal Manning. 

And the law-defying performances are apparently as bold 
there as here. If Papal organs are to be believed, street proces- 
sions with priests carrying the host not infrequently take place 
in defiance of the law, and in 1908 it was said that a violation 
of this law at a Eucharistic Congress on a most elaborate scale 
was only prevented at the last moment from taking place with 
the tacit connivance of the Government by a telegram from 
King Edward VII himself to Mr. Asquith. As it was, Cardinal 
Vanutelli, the Papal Legate, was permitted to land in the coun- 
try in defiance of the Act of Parliament passed by men who 
knew a great deal more about the real nature of the Papacy 
than the men in authority here and in England do at the pres- 
ent time. 

Before the writer lies a copy of “England’s Fight with the 
Papacy,” by Walter Walsh, F. R. Hist. S., one of the most 
learned, most conservative and most accurate scholars who ever 
wrote upon Papal questions. It is a volume of 456 pages, and 
the opening chapter mentions “opposition to Papal usurpations 
and encroachments in England back to the time when Pope 
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Gregory sent Augustine to this country, at the close of the sixth 
century,” and goes on to quote letters written by William the 
Conqueror to Pope Gregory VII, who demanded an Oath of 
Fealty from him. The volume closes with the flight of James 
II, as to which the writer remarks: “Englishmen had at least 
reason for thankfulness that James’ reign was so brief. If it 
had extended to another twenty years the probability is that 
Papal Supremacy would have once more been recognized by an 
English Parliament.” The whole volume is a citation of ag- 
gressions against the English nation and its rulers during all of 
eleven centuries, and yet, in the face of all this history, it was 
only in 1910 that the British Parliament was induced to so 
change the Coronation Oath as to make it possible for a Roman 
Catholic sovereign to rule the British Empire. 


There is no necessity to go back to Pope Innocent III, or 
Pope Boniface VIII, to know what that would mean, not only 
for the British Empire but for the world. It is only necessary 
to read the Encyclical Jmmortale Dei, of Pope Leo XIII (1885), 
which specifically condemns, seriatim, all forms of civil and relig- 
ious liberty, and cites with approbation four of the most reac- 
tionary propositions of the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX 
(1864). 

That the American people, without having any such history 
of Papal aggressions, should be deceived by Papal representa- 
tives, is not surprising, but that England should stand in her 
present attitude to the Holy See is in itself a triumph of the 
never-ceasing industry and sinister intrigue of Papal agents 
extending over many years. 


It is undoubtedly true that from the day of the invasion o! 
Belgium until the day that the United States entered the war 
the British Navy formed really the only protection to the 
United States against the repetition of all the German barbarities 
in th 1 country in our Atlantic States. And for this service this 
nation certainly owes England a debt of gratitude. 

If, however, the United States carries out the first war aim 
of President Wilson, as stated July 4, and “reduces” the Rom: 
Curia “to virtual impotence,” this debt will have been far more 
than amply repaid and with huge interest,

Among: them are the fol- 
lowing: 


1. That our Government 
discriminated against all the 
Protestant and other denomi- 
nations when the Roman 
Church alone was singled out 
for recognition in the War 
Work “drive.”

2. That the Government, in taking this course, violated the 
principle of the Separation of Church and State. 

3. Whatever may or may not be the amount of discrimina- 
tion “over there” by the Papal representatives, lay and clerical, 
these men “over here” discriminate in favor of their coreligion- 
ists wherever and whenever possible. You have only to look 
over the roster of city employees in New York, Jersey City, 
Newark, Boston, and I suppose in every city of importance in 
the country, to find evidence of this. 

4. That I had read the “secret agreement” graft-like story 
in the Brooklyn Standard-Union of the Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday preceding Labor Day, this year, connected with the 
Knights of Columbus Coney Island drive that had just taken 
place. 

5. That the Roman Curia is first, last and all the time a 
political institution, the “religious” doctrines and practices 
being used (1) as a mask to conceal political propaganda, and 
(2) to keep its people in subjection to the “men higher up.” 

6. That the Vatican is to-day the most dangerous enemy of 
the United States and of all free nations. 

7. That the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX (1864) and 
the Encyclical Immortale Dei of Pope Leo XIII (1885) cate- 
gorically condemn, one by one, all our “free institutions,” and 
Pope Benedict XV represents and stands for those documents 

8. That the Papal agents have actively worked against the 
Allies during this war and, rather less directly, against the 
United States since we entered the conflict. In Quebec and 
Ireland the high priests interfered with conscription. On St. 
Patrick’s Day of this year the Pope beatified Oliver Plunket, a 
Roman Archbishop, who was executed in 1682 for his part in 
a conspiracy to land a French military force at Carlingford. 
You are doubtless aware that the demoralization of the Italian 
army that led to the Caporetto disaster was largely due to cleri- 
cal propaganda of various kinds. The results of the machina 
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American countries. 

9. That in this country the Roman hierarchy are continu- 
ally working to destroy our liberty of the press, liberty of speech 
and our principle of separation of Church and State. The 
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latest conspicuous example of the bulldozing of the press was 
the case of the Brooklyn Eagle, because it had the temerity to 
publish a sermon by the Rev. Dr. Bailey that contained some 
important facts and some excellent advice to the Catholic peo- 
ple that displeased the Brooklyn Church authorities. 


10. That the Roman hierarchy are continually raiding State 
and municipal treasuries for the support of purely sectarian 
institutions. 


11. That the Roman hierarchy carry on parochial schools 
that are not controlled or even inspected by State and municipal 
authorities. The teachers in these schools must be assumed to 
support the Vatican position on the fundamentals of our politi- 
cal system; hence they cannot teach children real Americanism 
on these points. 


12. That catspaws of the Roman hierarchy have introduced 
legislation in Congress and other bodies calculated to interfere 
with our civil rights and liberties. One such measure in Detroit 
has lately been upheld in the city courts. 


13. That the Roman hierarchy supports the liquor traffic as 
an agency for maintaining ignorance and poverty among the 
people, and have shown opposition to woman suffrage, presum- 


ibly because the spread of education, independent and intelli- 
vent thought and the study of public affairs among women of 
iny kind must weaken their hold on the laity of the Church. 
lhe general stand to be expected of women on all moral issues, 
on the liquor traffic, gambling and other evils would not tend 
to promote the interests of the Roman Church. 


14. That in my opinion Papalism is wore than Prussianism, 
ind, so far as this country is concerned, is already entrenched 
far more securely and universally than Prussianism. As com- 
pared with the spy system of the confessional, I consider the 
espionage arrangements of Bernstorff, Boy-ed & Co. were like 
the games of children in a back yard. 

15. That the machinations of the Roman hierarchy constitute 
too great a peril to the liberties of this nation for me to take 
any share in handing them any part of the $30,000,000 appor- 
tioned by the Government. 
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So far as the laity of the Roman Church in this country 
is concerned I do not consider that any of the foregoing applies 
to more than the relatively small percentage in public office and 
elsewhere that knowingly lend themselves as instruments for 
the execution of the projects inspired by the Vatican. 

You will, dear Sir, observe that I have said nothing at all 
controverting any of the “religious” teachings of Rome, so that 
there is nothing of the odium theologicum in any of the foregoing.

Among other things, the demonstrations they 
have had of the powerlessness of the Virgin Mary and so-called 
“saints” to protect either their countries, their cities or their 
churches from the ravages of war are likely to be of no small 
help to those who would point them away from such objects 
of devotion to Him who has all power both on earth and in 
Heaven; all power, among other things, not only to forgive 
all their sins but to give them glad assurance of the fact. In 
this connection it is somewhat worthy of note that somebody in 
Rome cabled to the New York papers that the Pope had “pinned 
his faith” on President Wilson to bring about peace, presumably 
because the Virgin Mary—‘the Queen of Peace’—had com- 
pletely exhausted his patience by her inattention to his prayers. 
This was about the first wise thing the Pope has done during 
this war, for the President does at least know of the Pope's 
existence, while there is no reason to believe that the mother of 
our Lord is even aware of the fact that there is a Papacy 
much less a Pope.

The Morning Star, a Roman Catholic paper published in 
New Orleans, used to carry at the head of its editorial columns 
official endorsements and commendations from Archbishop 
Mlenk, Papal Delegate Falconio and the Bishops of Alexan- 
dria, Mobile, Natchez and Savannah. Archbishop Blenk said, 
I strongly recommend The Morning Star for the soundness 
of its doctrinal principles, for the high standards maintained in 

* its views and advertising columns and for its unswerving fidelity 
to the lofty ideals and purposes of wholesome, progressive and 
enlightened Catholic journalism.”

The subject of the article is the attitude of certain European 
papers in regard to the Constantinian festivities celebrated in 
kome that year by the authorities of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and a lengthy citation is given from La Lectura Do- 
niinical, of Madrid, the general purport of which may be summed 
up in the proposition that Roman Catholics are the only people 
in the nation who have any right to the free practise of their 
religious beliefs and that religious toleration constitutes, in 
itself, a violation of their “rights.” 



































The following extract is the most salient portion of the 
quotation from the Spanish journal. The article itself 





was 
written in rebuttal of a suggestion from certain Continental 
ipers that as Constantine had given the Church religious lib- 
erty, it might be a fitting time for the Roman Church to intro- 


luce toleration into its attitude toward those who did not accept 
its teaching: 




















“Starting from the undoubted fact that Gibraltar is a piece 
Spanish territory, let us suppose that the English, who have 





. 
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possession of it, were to declare that the Spaniards within that 
territory should in the future be treated as having the same 
rights as the English and entitled to hold public office. Would 
this act of reparation, recognizing rights to the possession of 
Gibraltar, bind Spain to reciprocate by opening, let us say, Cadiz 
to the English there to be entitled to equal rights with the 
Spaniards? By no means; because the case is entirely differ 
ent, though apparently similar. Spain has an essential and natu 
ral right to the possession of Gibraltar; Great Britain has none 
with regard to Cadiz. 

“We Catholics start out with the principle that Catholicism 
is the only religious truth, and that man is naturally Christian 
and is bound so to be in order to save his soul, and on those 
grounds and for those purposes we demand liberty whenever 
and wherever it is denied us; but we object with all our might 
that it should be a necessary consequence or correlated obliga 
tion to grant the same liberty to those who oppose us. And if 
we were to feel or act otherwise we would acknowledge our 
selves illogical in 9ur most intimate convictions. ... Let not 
the decree of Constantine be invoked as an example of that 


tolerance which grants liberty to error, for whatever is per 
mitted to error is a violation of the rights of the true religion.” 
(Italics ours.) 
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
